FARLY BIRDS RUSH TO CUBS’ 
PARK WITH BREAK OF DAY. 


Seven O’Clock Finds Big Throng on 
Hand at Gates Waiting for Box Of- 
fices to Open, 


The first faint flush of dawn revealed an 
army of nervous baseball enthusiasts wend~ , 
ing their way to the gates of the Cubs’ 
grounds on the west side. By 7 o'clock 
they were coming by surface cars, ele- 
vated traina, vehicles of every descrip- 
tion, and on foot. Scores of boys rep- 
resenting parties who had failed to ob- 
tain tickete huddled together Saturday éven- 
ing and remained faithfully at the gates 
throughout the cold night. Whentheir ranks 
were augmented by the early morning at 
rivals the Lines swelied to huge proportions, 
which caused Chief Shippy to dispatch an 
extra squad of policemen to the scene. 
Experienced and foxy fans brought shoe 
boxes filled with edibles and munched and 
smoked during the wait for the opening of 
the gates. Others secured sandwiches, hot 
and cold frankfurters, cakes, pies, and quid 
refreshments from the venders who sidied 
through the lines. Comfort on the sidewalks 
and ground was‘ obtained by improvising 
beds after a fashion with ‘newspapers and 
overcoats. The waiting fans amused them- 
selves by gazing wistfully at the high board 
fences,«gulping down incongruous foods, 
reading the account ofthe slugging victory in 
Detroit, and surmising the outcome of the 
series. 

When the box offices were opened thewiesa 
of human beings surged frantically towards 
the gates. Pea green fedoras. various col- 
ored derbys, and other forms of headgear 
were trampled under feet. but throughout the 
jamming the disposition of the fans remained 
intact. When the box offices annotnced that: 
no more | seats could be obtained the hun- 
dreds of disappointed waiters threatened, 
pleaded, and coaxed for admission. Then 
began an excited hunt for points of vantage 
outside the grounds. Telegraph poles, 
porches of neighboring buildings, improvised 
seats on roofs and housetops served as a 
refuge for the @sappointed ones. 

Long before the game heated verbal en- 
counters cropped out between the unfor- 
tunate fans on the outside and théir brothers 
im the stands, The latter jeered, scoffed,: 
and hurled fests at the furious crowds on 
the sidewalks, and added to their humilia- 
tion’ by burying them under e shower of 
cigaret stumps, bottles, and newspapere.

FIGHT ‘ MADMAN: 


HIGH IN THE AIR. 


Three Policemen in a Death 
Struggle 335 Feet Above 
the East River. | 


BRIDGE TOWER IS SCENE. 


After Capturing Maniac Officers 


Are Foreed to Carry Him 
to the Ground. 


§ 


; : 
New York, Oct. 11.—[Spectal.]—Three po- 


licemen on duty at the Williamsburg bridge , 


had a desperate fight with a temporarily 
insane Russian on top of the Brooklyn 
tower 835 feet above the river late this aft- 
erncon, In the struggle of the man to leap 
from the structure he nearly dragged the 
policemen over the brink. 

The Russian said: later that he was Joseph 
Kratz, a tatlor, 85 years old, and lived at 17 
Prospect street. His attempted suicide was 
because he had an aged mother who was 
starving because he couldn't get any work. 

Kratz first attracted attention in the foot 
vath on the bridge on the Williamsburg side 
by fidurishing a razor and acting as if he 
was going to cut his throat. At the anchor- 
age he climbed up the guard rail and reached 
one of the*inner cables. There were no po- 


Neemen around and many of the crowds 


moving in either direction stopped to watch 
his antics. 


Climbs Cables to the Top. 

There are hand ropes on each cable and 
Kratz alternately walked and crawled along 
the cabhes toward the. top of the Brooklyn 
tower. Occasionally he would stop and wave 
his ragor. ‘The spectators finally drew the 
attention of Policemen Smith, Miller, and 
O'Donnell. ' By that time Kratz wae half 
way up the cable and thousands of persons 
were watching him from the bridge, cars, 
vehicles, housetops, ferry boats, and other 
craft on the east side. 

It was evident to the policemen that Kraiz 
was demented and none of them cared to 
follow him to the cable. 
slowly ahead and several times when the 
spectators saw him slip they turned their 
heads, fearing he surely was going to fall, 

Michael Dowling, superintendent of the la- 
borers on the bridge, suggested to the police- 
men that they ascend the tower by the inside 
stairs so as to secure the crazy man when he 
reached the tep. The policemen started, 
Smith leading the way up the narrow and 
almost perpendicular stairs within the tower, 


Fight on Narrow Platform. 

The three were almost exhausted when 
they reached the platform. Kratz was still 
slowly moving upward on the cable, ignorant 
of the presence of the police who crouched 
céown so asnottobeseen. When tre climber 
was near enough to the top the police. upon 
a signal, bounced out and grabbed him and 
dragged him ov er the edge, where they 
threw him to the floor. The dimensions of 
the platform are 25x15 feet.’ There is but 
a stnall iron rod aroundtit. , 

Kratz, who seemed possessed of great 
strength, made a lunge at Smith with the 
razor and cut his uniform. Then the Rus- 
sian freed himself and bounded for the north 
side tower. He was about'to jump from. it 
to the river when the policemen grabbed him, 
and the desperate struggle was renewed. 

The Russian struck out with both fists, 
and when he could kicked the policemen's 
shins. When clinched the four swayed back 
and forth and time and again were at the 
edge, with the Russian struggling with all 
his might to shove his defemders over. 


| Clubs Finally Win Battle. 

“They were clinched most of the time and 
it was with difficulty that the pokicemen got 
their clubs into play. When they did the 
insane man fought with even greater feroc- 
lity. Blow after blow ypon his head seemed 
not to feaze him, but all of a sudden he 
wilted, his arms dropped limply to his side, 
and he reeled forward, completely exhausted 
and barely conscious. 

The policemen laid him out there where thé 
battle had been fought and sat down to rest 
and get their breath. Before Kratz revived 
his hands were handcuffed and his legs se- 
curely tied with a rape. 

How to get the man down from the top 
puzzled the officers. After trying sévera] 
ways they finally got Kratz onto Smith's 
back, and while the other policemen held 
on to an end of the rope that was around the 
Russian's feet started the steep descent. It 
took them nearly half an hour to get down 
to the bridge platform with their limp bur- 
den. 

Just before they reached the bottom Kratz 
revived. Physicians reported, oddly enough, 
that Kratz was suffering from a “ shock.”’

PIGSKIN KICKER DIES AT LAST.

. ~The cries of indignation and complaint that 
greeted the removal of the Drak Memorial 
fountain and Columbus statue to South Chi- 

cago were completely overwhelmed and si- 

- Jemeed by the tremendous demonstration with 
which its dedication in Calumet square, South 
Chicago, was celebrated yesterday. 

The features of the festivities Were a pa- 
rade of 5,000 persons, the decoration of the 
streets, the stores, and the homes of South 

Chicago with bunting, flags, and lithographs 
of the great discoverer, and speeches deliv- 
ered in his honor to a great crowd gathered 

#round his statue. 

The demonstration was under the manage- 
ment of the small parks commission and Cal- 
umet council of the Knights of Columbus. The 
chairman of the meeting was John E. Byrnes, 
grand knight of Calumet council. The mar- 
shal of the parade was John.M. Calahan. 

Commissioner of Public Works Peter Han- 
berg on behalf of the city turned the fountain 
over to the small parks commission. Ald. Bell- 
‘fuss, chairman of the 6ommission, accepted it 
and turned it over to South Chicago, the as 
sombled citizens of which accepted it unani- 
hously with prolonged cheers. <A short ad- 
éress was delivered by Congressman Mann, 
and John B. Drake, who was present with 
four other Drake heirs, expressed his satis- 

*faction at the delivery of the statue into the 
hands of those who would appreciate it.

“Columbus did more than merely sail across

@ wild and savage country,”’ said Mr. Clarke. 
"He revolutionized history, geography, as- 
tronomy, political philosophy, and national 
ideals. From the earliest times of history the 
ideals of nations had been servient to the 
idea of man's domination over his fellow man. 
The wonderful civilization of Rome, her 
wealth, her learning, her roads, existed but as 
a powerful instrument for the enslaving of 
men and nations. Men had no grasp of tne 
<reat plan of creation. 

“But in the fullness of time a veritable 
John the Baptist was born. At a time of tow- 

. ering ignorance Columbus stepped upon the 
world’s stage. Dreamer, crank, beggar, as he 
Was called, out at heels, footsore and weary, 
he yet believed in. himself and in God and 
forced his way into the presence of crowned 
heads and demanded assistance. 

“At last from the convent of La Rabida 

he set sail on the greatest voyage the worid 

has ever known or ever will know. And 
when, after a trip that strained to the utmost 
| all the zeal, courage, and imagination of the 
 @arth’s greatest sailor, he sighted land on the 
might between the 11th and 12th of October, 
416 years ago, he changed tke course of all 
history from that time on until the end of 
time.

Mrs. Raymond Robins and Mrs. Ellen 
"M. Henrotin Lead the Attack. 


Unorganized women workers came fn fora 
scoring from their organized sisters at a 
meeting yesterday afternoon of the Women’s 
Trade Union League of Chicago. Mrs. Ray- 
mond Robins, national president of the 
league, declared that unorganized women are 
delinquents and as such entitled to the legis- 
lative protection of the state. 

The classification of unorganized women 
as “‘ delinquents "' was made by Mrs. Robins 
following a talk by Mrs. Ellen M. Henrotin, 
whose remarks bristled with uncompli- 
mentary characterizations of unorganized 
women workers, who “do not have sense 
enough to join a trade union.” 

When the flow of oratory was over it was 
found that unorganized women. are: 
Dangerous, Senseless, 

Delinquent, Unappreciative, 
Foolish, Unsocial, 
Moenacing, Wards of the state... 


_ Scored by Mrs. Robins. 

“ Unorganized women are delinquents and 
should be treated by the state as such,” said 
Mrs. Robins. “If they don’t know enough 
to protect themselves it is up to us to demand 
protective legislation for them from the 
State. 

**Some of them may be so blind that they 
think they don't need protection, but If they 
could see themselves as others see them they 
would think differently. The only thing that 
can save them is protective legislation, which 
we orgainzed women must get for them.” 


Tells Political Experience. 

Mrs. Henrotin, who spoke on “ The Danger 
to the Community of the Unorganized Wom- 
an,’’. incidentally related an experience she 
had in the Chicago Woman's club in an ef- 
fort to obtain a speaker willing to speak 
on the political situation in the present cam- 
peaign. 

‘Il wrote to Mr. Taft, Mr. Bryan, and Gov. 
Deneen, but each was so busy he couldn't 
come,’’ said Mrs. Henrotin. ‘“ Then I final- 
ly induced Assistant United States Dis- 
trict Attorney Atwood to speak. While I 
am a democrat, I confess I was willing to 
vote the republican ticket after he was 
through. 

“The experience iNustrates that men are 
unwilling to speak where there are no votes 
to get. Here is the Chicago Woman's chub, 
the largest Woman's club In the country, and 
we literally had to scour the country to get 
& speaker to talk to us on politics. 

“ Unorganized women are a danger to the 
community on economic, social, and business 
lines. They are a menace because they have 
no medium through which’they can express 
themselves. They are a menace with refer- 
ence to Wages and they are a menace to 
sanitation and health, because they can- 
not resist and have no means through which 
they can express thelr wants.. The fact is 
they haven't sense enough to do better than 
they do.”

IS TO BE PROBED. 


Following Attack on Manage- 
ment, Northern Life Di- 
rectors Meet Today. 


RECEIVER NOT IMMINENT. 


Muzzling of Secretary Cole, Who 
Made Attack, Is Expected - 
to Be Considered. - | 


Following the appearance of a long letter 
refiecting on the management of the North- 
ern Life Insurance company, directors of 
the company planned yesterday to take ac- 
tion heading off any further attacks. A 
meeting to consider the best way of doing this 
and to place the company on a better finan- 
cial footing will be held today, according to 
plans, in the company’s offices at the First 
National Bank building. 

Among the subjects which may be niall 
ered at the meeting today are: The official 
decapitation, or unofficial silencing, of Lee 
F. Cole, secretary of the company, who sent 
the reduction of the com- 
pany’s capital stock from $300,000 to $100,000; 
the advisability of taking less expensive 
quarters for a time. 


Won’t Heed Meeting Called by Cole. 


In addition there probably will be some 
talk about a meeting of stockholders called 
by Mr. Cole in his letter, and set for next 
Thursday night in room 309 Masonic temple. 
According to reliable authority the directors 
will pay no official attention to this meeting, 
which is described as a * gathering,’’ but 
it may be taken up as one of the grievances 
against the secretary and as a reason why 
he should not held that office any longer. 

To personal differences between Mr. Cole 
and G. Franklin Flick, president of the 
company, much of the present unpleasant- 
ness was attributed by those on the inside. 

At a meeting in May Mr. Flick, it is said, 
offered to resign, but the offer was not ac- 
cepted. About this time the state insurance 
department examined the company, 
found it entirely solvent. Both sides in the 
controversy agree that in some respects 
too much money has been spent, in view of 
the present size of the concern, for quarters, 


which take up about a third of one floor of the 


First National Bank building. Mr. Cole said 
yesterday that Mr. Flick and his associates 
insisted upon taking and retaining the pres- 
ent suite at nearly $500 a month, while 
friends of Mr. Flick asserted that Mr. Cole 
was responsible for it, : 


Receiver for Concern Not Imminent. 
William A. Doyle, counsel for the company, 
said that no receivership proceedings are 
imminent because no court would appoint a 
receiver since the concern is in good shape 
in every way.

the cempany’s capital stock to $100,000, 
and this probably will be done. Anaction of 
this kind would put the company in the 
finest possible shape, and neither additional! 
funds nor radical change will be required. 
The company’s financial standing, in un- 
biased reports, is shown to be of the best.” 

"Mr. Cole was taken into the company 
following his presentation of what was re- 
garded as an entirely new plan,” said an 
official of the organization. “It had to be 
made over, and even the idea wae already in 
use, I am told, in another company. For 
this reason the stock which was given Mr. 
Cole in consideration of his mental contribu- 
tlone was subsequently taken back by the 
company. : 

Stopping of Salaries Starts Trouble. 

“ At a directors’ meeting’ in March we 
stopped some salaries and reduced the others. 
Those, including Mr. Cole, whose incomes 
were cut off, were perturbed about it. That 
is where this effort to stir up trouble began. 
There will be no formal stockholders’ meet- 
ing on Thursday, although Mr. Cole, with- 
out authority, has asked some of the stock- 
holders to assemble, and they may do s0.”’ 

Mr. Cole’s idea, as explained by himself, 
was to start a life insurance company in 
which the policy holders should know how 
their premiums ‘were spent, and from just 
what sources their dividends came. The con- 
cern was organized two years ago and did 
an extensive business the first year. 

About $142,000 of stock was sold and about 
8,000 policy holders secured to date. Ofthe 
stock, Mr. Cole asserts he sold more than 
$100,000 worth, by his own efforts, and for 
this reason he believes a majority. of stock- 
holders will indorse his stand. 

Both sides threaten. legal proceedings for 
the benefit of the company.

$14,000,000 Pledged for Elec- 
trification of Suburban 
Lines in New Jersey. 


‘NEW TUNNELS INTO CITY. 


Through Trolley Cars Expected 
to Land Passengers in the 
Heart of New York. 


New York, Oct. 11.—[Special.}—E. H. Har- 
riman has pledged $14,000,000 to the Erie 
railroad to enable that company to electrify 
its New Jersey suburban service, which has 

bitter complaint among commuters 
for the last two years. A great electrifica- 
tion program now practically is under way. 
Mr. Harriman’s pledge to raise $14,000,000 for 
the Brie at this time is regarded in Wall 
etreet as the best news received in months, 

One of the directors of the Erie edmitted 
that the electrification 6f the main line be- 
tween Jersey City and Sufferin would be 
started soon. 

When the Hudson river tubes and bridges 
were being discussed nearly four years ago 
the Prie railroad company employed Bien J. 
Arnold and L. B. Stillwell, leading experts 
in railread electrification, te make a report 
on the suburban lines of the company. These 
experts figured out that 220 miles of suburb- 
an lines in New Jersey could be electrified 
profitably at a cost of $14,000,000. But the 
Brie’s troubles began soon afterward. A 
stock market panic and business depression 
get in and the report of the electrical com- 
mission was shelved, 


Any Amount Needed in Sight. 

But since the aid given by EB. H. Harriman 
last April the finances of the company have 
been strengthened to a wonderful degree. 
The system has promises of any amount of 
funds that may aid its development. Fer the 
last few months the road’s management has 
been making imprevements in New Jersey, 
but all rumors ef electrification of the sub- 
urban Mnes were denied until official con- 
firmation wae obtained yesterday. 

According to the Erie directer who was in- 
terviewed the suburban service of the Erie 
can be increased sufficiently to justify the 
large expenditure for electrification and the 
management decidd to go ahead with the 
preliminary work. This director stated that 
probably it would take several months te get 
all the ends tied up and that it was hardiy 
Mbe§y that electric trains could be run before 

_ the end of a year.

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Booker Washington Says Endow- 
ment Should Be Doubled. 


DEMAND FOR GRADUATES. 


Exceeds Supply Five-fold with Good 
Work Proven Everywhere. 


, Ala, saites 11.—[{ Special. }—Booker 
in his annual report to the 
trustees of the Tuskegee Normal and In- 
dustrial institute, says there is a demand 
in active and practical industrial life of the 
south for five times as many Tuskegee grad- 
uates as can be turned out with present 
oe an@ that the present endowment 
of about $1,500,000 ought te be doubled. 
He bears personal testimony to the success 
of the Tuskegee idea, as he says he has seen 
with his own eyes results in states through 
which he has traveled. 

He notes an enroliment of 1,621—1,065 
young men and 5386 young women. The aver- 
age attendance he puts at about 1,400. Be- 
side this showing, 400 enrolled in the winter 
short course tn agriculture and 144 children 
in the training school. 

The students come from thirty-eight states 
of the union ané twenty-one foreign coun- 
tries. Their average age {s 18%. none being 
admitted under 14. Diplomas and industria) 
or trade certificates were issued for the year 
te 110 candidates. 


Lure Them from the School. 


The fact that so few appear to complete the 
course is explained on the ground that stu- 
dents are tempted to turn what they learn at 
the school te profit before graduation. De- 
spite this disadvantage many of these same 
do excellent, useful, and profitable work out 
in the world. 

Extension work, the report says, reaches 
far outside the school and is a tax upon its 
resounces. This is educational effort done 
in various communities and through the 
medium of conferences. 

At the school are employed 166 instructors 
and helpers, The board of students is figured 
down to less than 6 cents a meal. 


Ends the Year Clear of Debt. 


The end of the year, Principal Washington 

Says, shows freedom from debt, largely 
through the gifts of Mrs. Russell Sage and 

unnamed friends in Brooklyn. 

Asa rule, it is stated, annual expenses have 
come within a few thousand dollars of the 
budget, prepared in advance, and commend- 
ed as a valuable reform. 

Specified receipts for the year are put at 
$260,012.89. -Of this $252,707.78 went for cur- 
rent expenses—the rest to plant and equip- 
ment. Other receipts have been: For plant, 
$28,335.36; endowment fund,.$116,783.66; total 
from all sources, $405,131.91. 


Legacies, Too, from Illinois. 


The present endowment i!{s $1,513,440.08. 
Ameng legacies acknowledged is one of 
$20,000 from Lucretia J. Tilton of Chicago; 
also $3,084.50 from the estate of Anderson 
Martin, Pleasantville, Il). 

The students themselves have paid casn 
for entrance fees and maintenance, $41,834, 
beside their labor. 

Washington says his tnstitution stands the 
test of knowing it by its fruits.
